My Dear Mother: So early this morning, I am going to write 


you, as thousands of other boys are going to'write today, a love 
letter. This opportunity comes but once a year, and I think every 
boy in the service, who can wear the symbolic red rose; will spend 
a few minutes today in writing. And my prayer and sympathy is 
for the brave ones in khaki who wear the white rose. 


There is small use for any of us to dwell on our love for our 


parents.. Words cannot define or describe that love, it is sacred— 
infinite. The same love exists today that has existed throughout 
timo. Generations may be born and die, but in each is the same 
love, Centuries may come and see unceasing strife and anarchy 
and blood-shed, and governments change and great men be born 
nnd die, but throughout all that is an oasis of happiness and joy in 
the everlasting parental love. The boys who are on the fields to- 
day are feeling the surges of that love, ever it is present in the din 
of battle, in danger the strain of love bridges the Atlantic and 
gives warning, in times when heroes are needed they are moulded 
but of the love that comes trorn so far away. You are in an "in- 
visible grand stand" and we are actors; for you we push forward 
to victory and try to gain your applause, and ever is the hand of 
your love reaching- out, pushing us on in the performance of im- 
possible feats, and I arn sure if uncertain life were to pass away 
there, her love would be the administering hand and death would 
be in her love's arms.

letter, I will have to place the words "Mother's Letter," which-in- 
sures Its delivery by our government, special delivery time. There 
Is refreshment and peace in the thought that oul- great union, en- 
grossed in so much work, building mighty navies and armies for 
purposes of destruction, straining every resource of transporta- 
tion, in order to perfect a machine to destroy "Mother's Sons," 
should then remember above all things "Mother's love." "Papers 
of state may wait," says our government. "Great affairs'may be 
delayed, but place those messages of love from the boys abroad 
Into the hands of the mothers, as soon as possible." They realize 
the predominant spirit that spells victory is our love for mother; j 
they, realize that the unlimited expanse of motherly love will be

FROM OWN GROCERS 


In order to conserve their supply 
and'not to run short of sugar, groc- 
ers and other retailers must sell sugar 
to regular customers and no others, is 
the latest regulation received here by 
County Food 
Administrator 
F. L. 
Clemons from Magnus Swenson, fed- 
eral food administrator 
for Wiscon- 


sin.The allotment of sugar certificates 
to retailers is based upon the number 
of regular customers served, so that it 
is necessary for people to buy from 
their 
own grocer 
and 
no 
other. 
Strangers should be directed to go to 
their own grocers, 
unless 
they can 
give evidence 
that 
they have just 
moved into the community. Special 
certificates will be issued to cover the 
allotment of sugar sold for canning 
purposes. 
In 
order 
to secure such 
certificates retailers must forward to 
the countv 
food

Chief Cliampion TUxxstves Letter From 


United States Marshal In Regard 


to IProcedvure After Arrest- 


ing Alien Enemies. 


Chief of Police Peter D. Champion 
has received a letter 
from Frank 
O'Connor, T'nited States marshal, giv- 
ing- instructions In regard to the pro- 
cedure to be made when an alien en- 
emy is taken into custody. 
Mr. O'Connor in his letter states 
that it is the opinion of many gov- 
ernment officials that a. great deal of 
time is wasted by city authorities after 
alien enemies have been arrested. The 
letter follows: 
Madison, WIs.. July 2, 191 S. 
Sir: Acting under instrucrions^from 


the attorney general 
of 
the United 
States. I desire to call your attention 
to the procedure which should be fol- 
lowed to legalize the detention of alien 
enemiPJS taken into custody by you and 
held fo- federal investigation or ac- 


There has been in some parts of the 
^ount.v. cases where alien enemies 
liave remained in jail for a consider- 
able period of time without notifica- 
tion to the officials of the department 
of justice that the alien enemies have 
been arrested. This situation Is proba- 
bly due to the failure of the munici- 
pal county and state 
authorities to 


fully understand the proper procedure 
in such cases. 
Accordingly, whe'never an alien en- 


emy is arrested by you or under in- 
structions from you. it is-'rpspeetfully 
requested that you dispatch a telo- 
gram to me at government rate, co.- 
lect. stating in not more than a hun- 
dred words the nationalitv 
of 
the 
alien enemv and the essential facts In 
regard to his ca«?. 
This procedure 
will enable the ofnoia.ls of the depart- 
ment of justice to act at once, not only 
to protect the interests of the t. nited 
States, hut also to prevent violence to 
alien enemies.
